ARMORIES FOR THE MILITIA 


The Pittsburg "Dispatch" in a re- 


cent issuesaid editorially that "the bill 
authorizing the construction of armo- 
ries for the State militia now pending 
at Harrisburg, so far as can be judged 
from the outside, is a careful and pro- 
per measure. The fear with regard to 
such general bills is that they may be 
a cover for extravagance or that they 
rnay be used to furnish favorite orga- 
nizations with sumptuous quarters 
while less Influential ones get slight 
attention. But this seems to be rea- 
sonably guarded against by the limi- 
tation of £20,000 as the maxiinuai ex- 
penditure on account of each company. 


One thing is certain. If the militia 


of the state is worth keeping up it is 
wortli while to provide it with ade- 
quate and permanent quarters. There 
is no question of the necessity of a 
properly organized militia to meet 
emergencies, both state and national. 
There is scarcely less doubt that the 
militia of Pennsylvania, while it has 
had its lapses, is now a well-organized 
body and a credit to the state. The 
one feature of adequate, comfortable 
and permanent quarters is its most 
conspicuous lack. 


So far as we can see it is the busi- 


ness of the state to make good that 
lack. 
Cities and boroughs may for 


their own embellishment aid to make 
their armories architectural attrac- 
tions. But it is not easily seen how 
t ie state can fairly do less than is pro- 
posed in this bill.''
